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FOREIGN  NEWS  ON  VEGETABLES 
Imports  of  vegetables  lighter  in  1952-34 
Imports  of  vegetables,  chiefly  winter  vegetables,  totalled  around 
33,459  short  tons  (exclusive  of  Canada)  in  the  1933-34  season  (July  to 
June)  compared  with  47,772  short  tons  last  season  and  95,821  short  tons 
in  the  5^year  period,  1926-27  to  1930-31,  according  to  information 
received  from  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,    About  .1,842 
short  tons  were  also  received  from  Puerto  Rico. 

Of  the  33,459  short  tons  of  imported  vegetables,  Cuba  supplied 
19,748,  or  59  percent,  Mexico  11,523,  or  34  percent; "and ' all ' others ,  mainly 
the  Bahamas  and  the  Virgin  Islands,  2,188  short  tons,  or  7  "  percent. 
Tomatoes  are  by  far  the  most  important  winter  vegetable  imported  followed 
;  by  green  peas,  green  beans,  early  potatoes,  eggplant  and  cucumbers. 

Outstanding  was  the  decline  in  the  imports  from  Mexico .  Ordinarily 
Mexico  has  supplied  about  two-thirds  of  the  im  orts  of  winter  vegetables.  . 
In  1933-34  Cuba  was  more  important  than  Mexico.    During  the  season  under 
survey,  Cuba  shipped  somewhat  larger  amounts  than  in  1932-33  but  the  total 
of  19,748  short  tons  was  a  little  bulow  average. 

The  trend  of  winter  vegetable  imports  has  bo<_n  downward  since  1929-50 
when  112,795  short  tons  or  about  four  times  the  1933-34  imports  arrived  in 
the  United  States. 

No  definite  information  is  available  on  winter  vegetable  plantings 
in  Mexico,  Cuba  and  Puerto  Rico  for  the  1934-35  season^    It  is  probable, 
however,  that  plantings  will  be  heavier  in  Cuba  the.?  last  year  largely  as 
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a  result  of  the  more  favorable  duties  that  have  been  granted  Cuba  in 
certain  winter  months  under  the  new  United  States-Cuban  Trade  Agreement, 
1934.     No  reports  have  been  received  from  Mexico  but  it  seems  unlikely 
that  production  will  be  any-  smaller,  if  as  small  as  in  1933-34.  There 
is  some  indication  that  Puerto  Rico  will  not  plant  as  heavily  as  last 
season.

FOREIGN  NEWS  ON  VEGETABLES 

Preliminary  Report  on  the  Mexican  and  Bahamas  7/ixter  Vegetable  Situation 

Between  2,500  and  3,500  carloads  of  tomatoes  may  be  shipped  to  the 
United  States  from  the  States  of  Sonora,  Sinaloa  and  Bajja  California  on 
the  West  Coast  of  Mexico  during  the  coming  season,  according  to  Vice- 
Consul  T.  M,  Powell  of  Nogales,  Mexico.     Judging  by  the  acreage  in  green 
peas,  there  will  be  around  700  cars  of  peas  available  for  shipment. 
Shipments  of  green  peppers  are  expected  to  be  around  150  cars.  Some 
string  beans  and  miscellaneous  vegetables  have  been  planted  but  no  esti- 
mate is  available  as  to  probable  shipments. 

Mexican  growers  are  quite  optimistic  this  year  according  to 
Consul  Powell.     In  contrast  with  .last  season,  when  the  marketing  of  the 
vegetable  crop  was  in  the  hands  of  one  concern,  it  has  been  unofficially 
reported  that  growers  and  shippers  will  be  allowed  co  distribute  and 
market  their  crops  in  any  manner  they  may  select. 

Tomato  plantings  will  probably  be  around  13  -.000  acres  compared 
with  12,000  last  year.    Around '2,000  acres  have  been  unofficially  re- 
ported for  southern  Sonora,  and  about  10,0C0  acres  in  the  State  of 
Sinaloa.    Baja  California  has  not  been  reported  hut  plantings  will 
likely  be  close  to  1,000  acres,  judging  by  last  season's  plantings. 

Imports  of  fresh  tomatoes  from  Mexico  occur  throughout  the  period 
December  to  May,  inclusive.     Imports  from  all  dist^ic"cs  rmcunted  to 
1,088  carloads  in  1933-34  as  against;  2,048  carloads  in  l;o£-53  and 
4,941  carloads  in  1931-32.     The  heaviest  movement  of  to-^toe.=  from 
Mexico  to  the  United  States  usually  occurs  during  12a rah  or  April  in 
contrast  with  the  imports  from  Cuba  which  are  usually  heaviest  during 
January,  February  and  March.     Tomato  imports  from  Mexico  ere  usually 
much  heavier  than  from  Cuba  although  the  situation  was  reversed  in 
1933-34  because  of  the  small  importations  from  Mexico., 

About  3,650  lugs  of  tomatoes  were  shipped  from  tho  Bahamas  from 
November  1  to  November  17,  according  to  Vice-Consul  John  .Eeogh  at 
Nassau.     Of  this  amount,  500  lugs  went  to  New  York,  and  the  balance  to 
Canada.     It  is  not  likely  that  any  appreciable  quantities  of  tomatoes 
will  be  exported  from  the  Bahamas  to  the  United  States  unless  prices 
are  high  in  this  country. 


Green  Pea  plantings  in  the  Yaqui  River  Valley  of  southern  Sonora 
are  expected  to  be  around  5,000  acres,  and  approximately  1,200  acres 
have  been  planted  in  the  Los  Machis,  San  Bias,  Naranjo  and  Bamoa 
districts  in  the  State  of  Sinaloa.    Lest  season  the  area  in  green 
peas  was  somewhat  larger,  or  10,650  acres.    About  2,400  short  tons 


of  green  peas  were  shipped  from  Mexico  in  the  1933-34  season  against 
4,800  in  1932-33  and  7,900  in  the  previous  season. 

First  shipments  of  green  peas  for  export  to  the  United  States 
from  Sonora  on  the  West  Coast  of  Mexico  were  expected  at  the  border 
during  the  latter  part  of  November    Shipments  from  Sinaioa  should 
begin  around  the  end  of  December. 

Green  peppers  are  mainly  grown  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State 
of  Sinaioa  although  some  are  also  produced  in  Sonora.    Exports  may 
reach  150  cars  which  is  somewhat  greater  than  last  season's  movement. 
Weather  is  an  important  factor  in  the  case  of  peppers  as  they  cannot 
stand  as  much  cold  as  peas  or  tomatoes. 

String  beans  have  been  planted  in  small  quantities  in  the  centre 
part  of  the  State  of  Sinaioa  this  season.    No  information  is  available 
on  the  probable  shipments.     Other  vegetables  such  as  eggplant,  lima 
beans,  cucumbers,  okra  and  melons  are  grown  to  some  extent  in  the  West 
Coast  of  Mexico  but  not  in  large  quantities.
